Fifteen Buildings in the Square Bounded 
by Essex, Washington, and Harrison 
Avenues and Hayward Place Damaged 
More or Less=Five Explosions of Gas 
~A ‘Terrific Blowout in the Theater 
Basement Feared=The Loss Will Fig- 
ure Up $500,000, One-Half Insured, 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 2,—[Special.]—The 
Globe Theater was destroyed by fire early this 
morning. At 2 o’clock several immediate 
exposures are blazing and itlooks asif the 
entire square in which the theater building is 
located will burn. This includes buildings 
between Essex, Washington, and Harrison 
avenues and Hayward place. If these struc- 
tures are destroyed the loss will be $1,000,- 
000. 

While the theater was burning there were 
five explosions, presumably of gas. In the 
cellar of the theater are eight huge tanks of 
oxide maganese. If the fire gets at this, as 
seems inevitable, an explosion which will 
shake the city and do incalculable dam age- is 
feared. The firemen are bending their ef- 
forts to prevent this catastrophe. 

At 3 a.m. the fire seems to be under con- 
trol. There is probably not one of the fifteen 
buildings in the square that is not more or 
less damaged. The total loss will be $500,- 
O00, 

The insurance is not known definitely, but 
an agent said he felt certain one-half the loss 
was covered. 

The heaviest losers outside of the theater 
are Bryant & Statton’s Business College, C. E. 
Weyeth, hats and gloves; L. Benari, boots and

Fire was found in the cloak room of the 
theater at 1:15 o’clock this morning, The 
flames spread with great rapidity, and at 1:20 
the auditorium was a mass of flames. An 
alarm was rung in from the Globe Theater 
box at 1:20 o’clock, followed by a second, 
third, fourth, and general alarm. At. -this 
hour it 1s evident the theater is a total loss. 

Roaring Mass of Flames. ° 

The watchman in the theater made his 
usual trip at 1 o’clock and says at’ that time 
there was ne evidence of fire. At 1:10 he 
thought he smelt smoke and started to 
make an investigation. He visited the stage, 
but discovered no evidence of fire there. 
He then started to go into the auditorium, 
and as he did so saw smoke coming from the 
coat room. He had hardly reached the door 
when flames burst through.and he was com- 
pelled to leave the theater. -He sounded an 
alarm, At 1:20 the theater wasa roaring 
mass,of flames. 

‘*Snperba,”’ the fairy spectacle produced by 
Hanlon brothers, was played at the theater last 
evening and all the scenery of that company 
is destroyed. The scenery is costly and the 
loss to the company will be exceedingly 
heavy. A singular thing in connection With 
this company is that this makes the third 
time that it has been burned out during the 
last eightecn months. 

-The theater building is owned by Harriet C. 
Baldwin, and extends from Washington street 
to Harrison avenue extension, with two en- 
trances, oae on Hayward place and the other 
on Washington street. Thestage entrance is 
from Harrison avenue. 

At 1:50 the flames spanned an alley in the 
rear of the theater, setting fire to the ‘corset 
factory of John P. Harner on the Harrison 
avenue extension. 

The firemen were then driven from this 
building, from which they had been fighting 
the fire. They hardly had left the roof when 
an explosion occurred. and flames shot into 
the air fifty feet. Five minutes later another 
explosion-occurred and within ten minutes 
there were three more explosions. 

History of the Theater, 

The Globe Theater burned this morning is 
the second theater of that name on the site. 
The first, originally named Selwyn’s Theater, 
was built in 1867 and in 1873 was destroyed 
by fire. [he structure just burned was _built 
in 1874, 

John H. Selwyn, Charles Fechter, and W, 
R. Floyd were successively its managers. The 
theater was the enterprise of Dexter H. Fol- 
lett and Arthur Cheney. After the retirement 
of Mr. Follett Mr. Cheney continued as sole 
proprietor. In the tebuilt theater 150 seats 
were held by gentlemen, each one having paid 
$1,000 for his seat, and to this extent they 
were stockholders. 

Mr. Cheney died in November, 1878. He 
was succeeded in the management by John 
Stetson, once the proprietor and manager of 
the Howard Athenzum. For a brief season 
Mr. Stetson conducted the theater with Mr. 
Cheney, and thereafter for another season 
alone. Then the theater was closed until the 
autumn of 1879, when the lessees of the 
estate took possession of the property. 

Jan. 1 following Mr. Stetson obtained from 
all the lessees, with the exception of Asa P. 
Morse, leases of the theater for six 
months, and in October, 1880, he suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a satisfactory lease 
for ten years. He greatly altered 
and improved the theater, adding to its at- 
tractiveness, and so adorned and beautified it 
as. t2 make it one of the most fhviting and 
best appointed -play-houses in the city. Its 
stage was counted one of the best in the 
country. The auditorium was sixty feet in 
height. .

Lodging-House Fire at Buffalo Results

TWO FOUND DEAD AT INDEPENDENCE. 


At George W. Reed's House an Awfal Dis- 
covery Is Made by Neighbors, 
INDEPENDENCE, Kas., Jan. 1.—At 9 ,o’clock 
thie morning the home of George W. Reed, 
manager of the Long-Bell Lumber company, 
was broken into by Al Brown, Mr. Reed’s 
son-in-law, and neighbors who had become 
suspicious that all was not right in the house, 
no one having been seen there since 
Suturday evening. The body of Mr. Reed 
was found sitting in a chair before a stove fed 
by natural gas. It was clothed only in a 
nightshirt and was in an advanced state of 
decomposition. The dead body of Edith Scott, 
a domestic, was found lying on the floor of 
her little room adjoining. . Mrs. Reed and her 
5-year-old son were found in bed, the mother 
unconscious and the boy in a dying condition. 
Mrs. Reed may possibly recover. Asphyxia- 
tion and accidental poisoning are the theories 
current.

MES. LEASE FIGHTING LE WELLING, 


She Will Stubbornly Resist Her Removal 
from the Board of Charities. 

Toprxa, Kas., Jan, 1.—Mrs. M. E. Lease, 
the deposed: President of the State Board of 
Charities, made her first aggressive move- 
merit this afternoon in her fight to retain her 
position and accomplish the defeat of Gov. 
Lewelling for renomination. A meeting of 
the State Board of Charities was called some 
time ago to beheld at Winfield tomorrow. 
Mrs. Lease today telegraphed to each of the 
four other members of the board informing 
them that she had changed the place of meet- 
ing to Oiathe, The Governor, eaten of her 
action, sent a dispatch to the members of the 
board saying that J. W. Freeborn had been 
appointed to succeed Mrs. Lease, and 
that he would be present at Winfield tomor. 
row to attend the meeting and assume Mrs. 
Lease’s place on the board. It is now quite 
certain that the two Republican members of 
the board will meet with Mrs, Lease at 
Olathe tomorrow, and that. the two Populist 
members will recognize the Governor’s action 
in reper mer and meet with Freeborn at 
Winfield. rs. Lease instructed her attorney 
to commence guo warranto proceedings in the 
Supreme Court at 8 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing to prevent Freeborn from assuming the 
functions of President of the State Board of 
Charities or from acting as a member of the 
board. Should she suceeed in securing an 
order from the court, as she expects to do, 
she with the two Republican members will 


constitute a legal quorum, and will make 


such changes in the management of the State 
institutions as Mrs. Lease desires. 

The Governor in perempterily removing 
Mra. Lease has, in the opinion. of the lega! 
authorities, overstepped his authority, for the 
statute expressly states the Governor cannot 
remove a member of the Board of Charities 
except for cause, and then it prescribes how 
the removal shall be accomplished. He may 
suspend pending an investigation after formal 
charges have been made. Then the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, and Speaker of the 
House are required to meet and select a court 
to consist of three members of the House and 
two of the Senate, who shall hear charges and 
take testimony. On the verdict of this court 
the Governor may, if the charges are deemed 
sufficient and are proved,remove the accused. 

While Mrs, Léase has been looking careful- 
ly after her own interests she has not neglect- 
ed to begin her promised warfare agatnst the 
Governor. Yesterday a committee of twenty 
delegates en route to the meeting of the State 
Federation of Labor called at Leavenworth 
on Gov. Lewelling and) demanded the imme- 
diate removal of State Labor Commissioner 
Todd. The committee told the Governor that 
Todd in no’ way represented them, and that 
by acts he not only disgraced the administra- 
tion but injured the cause of labor. ‘The dis- 
cussion with the Governor became heated, 
and when the committee threatened: to 
“roast.” him if he did not comply with their 
demands the Governor replied: ‘* Roast and 
be d——d.”” Mrs. Lease, hearing of this, sent 
the following telegram to the officers of the 
federation : : | 

I desire to join my views with yotifs and tender 
time and money in denouncing the executive 
power that has recognized “ rats ” and scoundrels 
and ignored labor organizations. The principles 
of the People’s party are eternal and unassail- 
able. Through them we will triumph, but the 
crowd betraying the trust.and cause of the peo- 
ple must be buried out of sight by the laboring 
vote, Mary E. LEASE,

United States Attorney Burke with his assist- 
ant, Elmer Corr, and Judge Baker, are still 
out of the city and it is not known what 
will be done to rectify the mistakes.

Snyder excused 
the shooting by saying he was so intoxicated 
he hardly knew what he did. He had wan- 
dered out in the country ever since the mur- 
der, taking a train near Noblesville this morn- 
ing and returning to the city with a view to 
giving himself up. Snyder is a thirty-third 
degree Odd-Fellow, a Royal Arch Mason, and 
a member of the Order of Equity. After be- 
ing locked in jail the confessed murderer 
ordered an elaborate dinner and also asked 
fora knife, saying he desired to do some 
whittling. This was refused him, and both 
Supt. “Powell and Jailer Collins are firmly 
convinced Snyder intended to take his life.

REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S ORE OUTPUT. 


Shipments from All the Ranges: Show a 
Marked Falling Off. 

Dv.vurn, Minn., Jan. 1.—A review of the 
ore year for the Lake Superior region has just 
been issued by the Secretary of the Duluth 
Iron Stock Exchange, He says: 

The year will go down in the history of the iron 
trade as that in which most stupendous ill-for- 
tune fell to the mines of older Lake Superior 
ranges. The shipments from all of the ranges show 
“4 failing off from 1892 of from 35 to 50 per cent. 
The Gogebic range has drop from first place 
in shipments to third and the Marquette has again 
assumed the lead. The output by ranges 
is as follows: Marquette, 1,684,629 tons; Me- 
nominee, 1,456,632; Gogebic, 1,272,810; Ver- 
million, 815,620; Mesabu, 605.610. The output 
for 1894 from the standpoint of the prodneer is 
most uncertain. Companies are now mining ore 
that is not sold, chie y to give employment to 
their idle men.

ARMOUR & CO. LOOK FOR VICTORY. 


Miles Eplains the Nature of the 
Trouble in New York State, 

The bill of complaint filed in the United 
States Court at Utica, N. Y., Priday by E. H. 
Risley, attorney for Armour & Co. of ‘this 
city, against the State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and his associates, will. most likely 
settle the butterine question before the 
end. is reavhed, New. . York State 
had prohibited the sale of _ but- 
\terine within its borders. ‘Armour & Co., 
under the‘original-package provision of the 
inter-State commerce act, have been selling 
direct to consumers. The butter gealers have 
abjected. te this, and have been\placing all 
kinds of obstacles in the way. has at 
last aroused Armour & Co., and/now the 
courts are called upon for protection., H. D. 
Miles bas charge of Mr. Armour’s but- 
terine department, He says: ‘** The trouble 
is with the wholesale butter men. 
We have a tlegal right to sell our 
goods and will enforce that right. 
‘wholesale dealers buy butter at 9 ‘and 10 
cénts a pound in the summer, put it into cold 
storage warehouses, and sell the stuff at 20 to 

25 cents in the winter. That’s a nice thing 
for them, but the public prefers fresh goods. 
Hence the trouble. Of the 67,000,000 pounds 
of butterine annually used in the United 
States 47,000,000 pounds is made in Chica- 
gu. England uses 2,500,000 pounds of but- 
terine a-week from Holland, - 
the material to that country, so 
a big thing for the city and we 
Eastern interésts suffer od “we can yo it.

ACKERMAN ACCEPTS THE OFFICE, 


The Nomination for Controller to Go to 
the Council Tomorrow Night.

The debt of 
Chicago is small and its fesources are very 
great. Chicago has grown with such enor- 
mous strides that our own people have failed 
to recognize it. We must fealize that there 
have been great improvements, We have 
180 miles of area. New York has 42: 
In making up a statement ‘both sides should 
be recognized. There may bea shortage in 
sume of the appropriations, but I want to 
make a thorough examination before express- 
ing any opinion. I shall proceed to do that 
immediately. I have never held political of- 
fice. My views as to this may be condensed 
in a few words. The Controller’s office 
should De conducted on strict business prin- 
ciples. If the rules of common sense and 
honesty are applied to it the résult will prob- 
ably be satisfactory to the pé@ople. So far as 
it is necessary to do business [think polities 
should be kept out of the offices, Itis due to 
the taxpayers tnatithey shouldknow what is 
going on and they jshould have statements.” 

“Shall you make marked changes in the 
manner of conducting the office?’’ 

“That I cannot tell. I may find every- 
thing in such shape that there will be no 
necessity of making out new lines,”’ 

‘* Suppose your examination ‘gieaes that 
there is a serious deficit?’’ 

‘“‘*AsT have already said I want Pees examine 
books and accounts before talking of deficits, 
ham aware that the credit’of Ghicago is 
ample and thatan issue of bonds would be 
readily absorbed, but I do not fayor running 
into debt.

This 
isn’t because apple-juck is not- made any 
more, Quite the contrary. The local name 
has departed, because the juice of the apple, 
which, distilled by the farmers of the 
northern part of the State, produced the 
lightning effects, is now known throughout 
the country. J ersey apple-jack, or apple 
whisky or brandy, as it is called in some of 
the fashionable city hotels and bar rooms, is 
now among the brands on hand in ey eny well- 
regulated café, 

t is curious how apple-jack got its popular. 
ity. Originally it was strictly loaal in its 
manufacture and use, The farmers‘ef Sussex 
and Warren Counties were psig producers 
and sole consumers. They he mellow 
effect of the distillation. They new how, 
with a lump or two of sugar and a touch of 
water, to make it palatabie. The instant ef- 
fects upon the brain and then upon the tongue 
were discovered half a century ago, The per- 
meating effects and the mellowing ‘tendencies 
increase with age. Consequently every hos- 
pitable farmer in these parts kept his: dem- 
ijohn of ten or fifteen-year-old “apple,” as 
the case might be, 

Farmers’ sons emigrated to Newark and 
other parts of the State. Many of them went 


_to New York, and. some to Philadelphia. 


Others started. in business in New England or 
out West. They all sent home for apple-jack, 
and sounded ‘its praises.’ Friends sampled 
the golden-hued tiquor and’ relished it. 
Gradually the stimulant that huniiorists 
styled Jersey iightning ceased its local feat- 
ures, and became nrore and more.universal. 
Today you can get Jersey apple-jack, or 
something labeled that way, im the promi- 
nent cafés in any of. the larger cities. 

The city sojourner in Northern New Jersey 
during the summer months also helped -the 
distribution and ihcreased the popularity of 
the beverager He came to farmhouses or 
country hotéls and was initiated. All the 
hustelries around Lake Hopateong keép it, 
and it is generally pure and good. Budd’s 
Lake and Sehooley’s Mountain supplied a 
growing demand. Many a city man’ went 
home witha gallon or two of the juice when 
summer was over, Members of Congress 
from the upper districts of New Jersey intro- 
duced it in Washington. It is mighty well 
patronized at the National Capital, and is 
among the products of ‘cold tea”’..in» the 
Senate restaurant. <a | 

The lover of Jersey apple-jask wants to be 
careful this winter about getting the genuine 
article. The supply is limited, and lots of 
spurious stuff is on the market, The short 
harvest of apples is the cause of this. Not 
more than half of the usual amount has beea 
distilled; The apple crop was’ nearly ruined 
by the late spring and the severe storms that 
followed. It was one of the worst apple sea- 
sons on record. Ordinarily\good eatimg apples 
are now retailing right here among the orch- 
ards at from $3 to $5 a barrel. ‘These, more- 
over, are not the grades of apple that.go into 
tle cider-presses. 

Of course, the short supply has tempted the 
distillers to ** doctor’’ the product. ‘Pienty 
of so-called apple-jack is {gr sale. But much 
of it is made up of all sorts of ingredients, It 
is fiery enough to upset the brain, and will in- 
toxicate afl too rapidly, but the delicate flavor 
of the real article is missing, and the man 
fainiliar with the taste will not take a second 
drink. Blended apple-jack; at the advanced 
mar«et price, will be disposed of in prefer- 


ence to the loss of profit that muzt otherwise } ‘ 


follow. 
City dealers have had their agents: all 
through this section of the State recently. 
They have been buying all the good apple- 
jack they could find and _ paying . high prices. 
How much poor stuff was put off on them is 
a matter of conjecture. The rural distiller 
understands his business. If he can catch the 
shrewd city dealer he will chuckle to himeelt. 
This is the time of year when apple-jack is 
pecially en evidence, It.is ah oliday tleple. 
It is a great drink for cold weather, owmg to 
its warming qualities and its great staying ° 
powers.

Government will follow suit promptly, 

While it is intended to open the United 
States market to the Canadian manufacturer, 
the Canadian one will remain closed to: the 
American. There has for sometime been a 
duty on American machinery based not on 
the’ wholesale but, on the retail price and 
which isso high that no American agricul- 
tural implements are sent to Canada. That 
prohibitory duty will not be lowered, for it is 
om in accordance with Canadian policy to do

To put agricultural machinery on the free 
list is to expose the domestic manufacturers 
in Chicago and elsewhere to much keener 
competition than they have hitherto known. 
There is but one way in which they can meet 
it. That is by getting-their labor as cheaply 
as it is obtained in Canada. If theiremployés 
will consent to scale down their wages 25 or 
80 per cent the business will. continue to be 
carried on in this country. If they will not, 
it will have to stop. _ 

While the Democratic platform denounces 

trusts, agricultural machinery ié to be put on 
eg free list for the benefit of a Canadian 
combination which is to all intents and pur- 
poses a trust, but which cannot be reached by 
American anti-trust laws. This consolidated 
concern. on the other side“6f the boundary 
line, with its special advantage of cheap 
labor, is to be given the free run of the Arher- 
-ican market. Were the American manufac- 
turers to consolidate after the same fashion 
they would be denounced as having organized 
a trust. 

Under the circumstances it is not strange 
that American manufacturers have appealed 
to Congress not to put agricuftural machinery 
on the free list. They are not afraid of trans- 
atlantic com petition, but they know what they 
have to fear from their Canadian rival. They 
do not see what Canada is doing for the 
United States that the Democrats should be 
so eager to heap favors on Canada, and they 
do not want to cut down the wages of labor, 
as they know théy will have to in the event of 
the passage of the Wilson bill. 


THE FAIR AND HARD TIMES. : 

The New York Bulletin says, what has been 
stated many times previously, that. extra 
economy in expenditures for consumption is 
a partial cause of the hard times experienced 
the last few months, and follows it up with the 
hint that much of this economy resulted from 
the holding of the World’s Columbian Fair in 
this city. It reasons that a gréat deal in ex- 
cess of 20 million dollars was invested in the 
*“ plant” at Jackson Parx, which at the close 
of the Pair was worse than useless, for an 
additional sum had to be invested to clear the 
grounds. A small part of the financial re- 
turn to the investors may have been put back 
into their business, but on the whole the in- 


many people restricted in their incomes and 
e the stores lesa than 
formerly. : 

“ Some of the visitors to the Fair were people 
of ample means who indulged in the visit as 
an extra and took the cost of it out of their 
surplus, while others of more moderate means

A very large proportion of the 
Fair visitors were country people who are not 
in the habit of taking vacations, who spend 
little on pleasure in any direction, and would 
not goto the World’s Fair without cutting 
down their expenses in other lines enough to 
meet this unusual indulgence. These people 
are wearing the old overcoat and the old dress 
this winter, and are going without the new 
parlor carpet another year because they went 
to Chicago and had several months of foreign 
travel condensed into the Midway Plaisance.

THE SUPPLY OF GOLD. 


An address was delivered recently by Mr. 


C. Rozenraad iu London on “The Inter- 
fational Money Market.” In it the gentle- 
man discussed at considerable length the 
probable position of the Bank of England in 
the event of a large demand for gold by the 
United States. He said it is important to 
know if America itself will be able to take up 


an eventual issue of gold bonds, or whether 


the issue will be made in Europe also. He 


did not doubt that the banks of the United. 


States are able to take up Treasury bonds to 
a considerable extent, but this is a country of 
surprises, and what is probable today is no 
lenger probable tomorrow. He asked in 
case America talls upon England for a large 
amount. of gold, either to strengthen its 
reserve or its finances, would the Bank of 
England be strong enough to accede to the 
request? Has the bank enough gold atits dis- 


posal to be able to give this without unsettling’ 


the commercial community? Considering 
that London is practicaily the only gold mar- 
ket of importance he thought the gold reserve 
of the bank quite insufficient, and incidentally 
fourid fault with the policy of the bank, say- 
ing ** the main thing is to increase the stock 
of gold instead of being obliged continually 
to change the rate of discount.”’. Each need- 
less rise in the bank rate presses on commerce 
with double weight. Itis calculated that the 
three months bills circulating in England 
amount to 1,500 million dollars, and on this 
sum trade is taxed $3,750,000 for every 1 per 
cent charged. To this the London Financial 
Times replies that the rate of private 
discounts in the open market can move inde- 
pendently of the bank rate, that to increase 
suddenly and largely the gold reserve would 
disorganize commerce in the British Isles as 
much and probably morethan a sharp ad. 
vance in the official rate, that the bank is es- 


|} sentially a private. company and has to look 


after the interests of its shareholders, and that 
at present there appears to be no pressing ne- 
cessity for an increase in the reserve, as it is 
improbable the United States will place on 
the foreign markets a large istue of gold 
bonds. *‘Forthe presentthe machinery at 
the command of the Bank of England appears 
sufficient to protect the market from any 
disustrous withdrawal of gold” for shipment 
to other countries. 

Mr. Rozenraad’s remarks on the present 
financial condition of the leading countries of 
Europe are interesting. He said in Austria, 
Italy, Spain, Portugal, and Greece there are 
gold premiums ranging from 5% per cent in 
the first named to 67 per cent in the tast, and 
there is little likelihood of these premiums 
disappearing. Ademand for gold by Ger- 
many. and also by the Netherlands, is prob- 
able, and Austria, which still wants gold, will 
use every opportunity to appear as a buyer in 
London. Hence no assistance could be looked 
for'on the continent, but rather the: reverse, 
for in view of the possibility of war all the 
continental States are bound to keepa close 
watch over their gold reserves. The stocks 
held in these countries are. relatively large. 
Stated in millions of dollars the Bank of En- 
gland has 180, the Imperiil Bank of Ger. 
many 190, the Bank of France 340, and Rus- 
sia has nearly 450 at its disposal, besides pro- 
ducing gold to the amount of 25 millions an- 
nually. 

In view of these facts, stated by competent 
foreign authority, it ought nct to be regarded 
as probable that we could obtain any large 
quantity of gold abroad in exchange for any 
other than the best security. Would the 
“coin ”’ bonds which Secretary Carlisle asks 
for authority to put on the market be so con- 
sidered, while there is a noisy party in the 
United States, if not a large one, demanding 
that this country shall adopt free coinage on 
terms which would put us on a monometallic 
silver basis? Possibiy not, and it may even be 
said ‘probably not.’”’ Thé danger of refusal 
to take bonds made redeemable in “ coin” is 
so great that it ought not to be ineurred. It 
would be a ‘sad blow to our national dignity 
and credit to offer bonds and find them un- 
salable, 


WAGES AND LABOR PRODUCT. 
Prof, Schulze-Gavernitz, a German writer, 
has taken up the question of the difterence 
between the rate of wages and the cost of 
labor. He has arrived at the conclusion, 
which is supported by tabular statistics, that 
where the cost.of labor is lowest the condi- 
tions of labor are most favorable, the work- 
ing day is shortest, and the weekly wages of 
operatives are highest. He compares the 
facts in England for the period from 1819 to 
1821 with those of 1880 to 1882, with the 
following results: The average yearly wages 
of cotton spinners have risen from $130-to 
$214, and through. three intermediate 
periods the advance in wages has been con- 
stant. The cost of labor per pound of yarn 
has steadily declined from $1.53 to 
42'¢ cents, while the product of yarn 
per worker has increased from 968 to 5,520 
pounds, The increase in economy is still 
more strongly marked in the weaving process. 
The average yearly income of the Weaver was 
nearly doubled in the sixty years, rising from 
$101.40 to $190, while the cost of labor per 
pound has falien from $3.74 to 544¢ cents, 
and the product per worker in yoente has 
risen from 322 to 4,039. 
The American figures gathered by the same 
statistician point to similar conclusions, 
though the figures themselves differ widely 
from those for the British Islands. From 
1830 to 1884 there was an increase in the 
annual earnings of the weaver from $164 to 
$290, while the cost of labor per yard de- 
creased from 1.9 cents to 1.07 cents, and the 
annual product per average worker rose from 
4,321 to 28,032 yards. /Taking other coun- 
tries into account the professor finds that the 
weekly product in weaving mills for each 
worker is 466 yards in Switzerland and Ger- 
many, 706 in England, and 1,200 in. the 
United States. The corresponding weekly 
wages are $2.84, $3.84, and $4.91. The great 
differences in results are partly accounted 
for by the fact that the operative in England 
tends more machinery than does his brother 
in Germany or Switzerland, while the Amer- 
ican. operative fends more than the English

the worker for the same amount of bodily ex- 
ertion and a still greater cheapening in the 
cost of the product, this latter advantage be- 
ing shared by him in common. with all other 
consumers. So the worker is immensely bet- 
ter off now than were the toilers in the same 
line in the early part of the century, and the 
same remark hajds true for most, if not all, 
other departments of labor. 
room for still further improvement, but it is 
the height of folly as well as of falsehood to 
keep up the cry made by the great majority 
of labor orators and writers that the condition 
of the worker is growing worse instead of 
better. The fact is the average toiler receives 
much higher pay in marks, shillings, or dol- 
lars, and each coin received for wages will buy 
much more comfort for the worker and fam- 
ily than in what some of the labor leaders re- 
fer toas ‘‘the good old times,’ a return to 
which would-be a bad thing for the workers if 
the desire were actualized. 


POTATOES IN COLORADO. 

Something better than silver has been dis- 
covered in Colorado, and is being produced 
there. Fifty thousand tons, or 100,000,000 
pounds, of potatoes were grown last yearonan 
area no part of whichis more than twelve 
miles from Greeley, including portions of the 
Cache la Poudre, Big Thompson, and Platte 
Valleys. About one-third of the arable land 
in that séction is devoted to potato-growing in 
rotation with other crops, principally wheat. 
The land is naturally fertile, but is covered 
with irrigation ditches, and the cultivators 
have learned the lesson which must ere long 
be taught in other States—that it pays well to 
manure the soil. Every pound of manure 
that is produced in the stables of the 
town, and large quantities from the 
more distant sheep corrals, is hauled 
to the farms to increase the productivity 
of the land. The yield of last year was esti- 
mated to have put $1,250,000. into the pock- 
ets of the potato-growers around Greeley. 
The yield of this year is not so large, and 
prices are lower, but the situation is described 
gs eminently satisfactory to all concerned, 
The crop is about 45,000 tons, and its selling 
value not less than $700,000. The potatoes 
are of excellent quality, for which reason they 
have found a market in many of the States, 
large quantities being sent to Kansas, Texas. 
Mobile, and the cities on the Pacific coast. 
The cost of seeding, cultivating, irrigating. 
harvesting, and packing the threé tons raised 
on an acre is stated at $18.20, leaving a 
profit of $26.80 out of the $45 realized at 75 
cents per 100 pounds. The price last year 
was 95 cents to $1, and some growers raised 
as much as five tons to the acre, This 
statement of profit makes no allowance for 
interest on the value of the land or for taxes, 
but after a suitable deduction for these items 
the remaining profit is stilla large one. As 
other sections of the State are well adapted to 
cultivation and some have proved their fertil- 
ity in former years, the attention of Gov. 
Waite should be cailed to the fact, It might 
help him to see that the people of the United 


' States are not discriminating against Colora- 


do, that they are willing and glad to take such 


of its products as they want to consume, and . 


have ceased to buy its silver only because al- 
ready they have vastly more of that metal 
in the Treasury vaults than they have a 
‘use for. And as the Populists with 
whom he is training want the cheapest 
and most plentiful money that iu obtainable, 
preferring to silver anything else that would 
be cheaper and more plentitul than the white 
metal, they may be commended to the potato 
fields around Greeley, Colo.; as producing an 
article that would fill their billas wellas the 
bellies of the rest of the people. The potatoes 
would have this advantage over the fiat shin- 
plasters wanted by the Populists, that they 
could be eaten when it was no longer possible 
to circulate them as currency. And for that 
purpose they would be worth something al- 
ways, which could not be said truly of the fiat 
stuff. 


“THE FRIENDLY RECEIVER.” 

The New York Bulletin discourses in a sar- 
castic but happy vein on the new methods by 
which the embarrassed firm or corporation is 
permitted to have its affairs but into the 
hands of a “friendly receiver.’”’ The rule 
used to be to appoint the receiver at the in- 
stance of the creditors. 
the business be turned over to a disinterested 
party, who would wind it up and divide the 
assets among them pro rata. The modern re- 
ceiver isa different kind of person and ap- 
pointed fora different purpose. He is not 
noticeably cheaper than the other, but it 
makes a great difference that he is friendly to 
the debtor, and selected by him, though ap- 
pointed by the court as heretofore. Some- 
times he is one of the associated debtors and 
sometimes an employé, his purpose being to 
keep the business going, not to wind it 
up. Sometimes he is one of the creditors 
who is not more friendly to the other cred- 
itors than the debtor himself is, and not in- 
frequently he is the attorney of the debtor. 
The last is a peculiarly happy arrangement. 
No receiver could. be more friendly to the 
debtor than his own attorney. No one better 
than he could know just what facts it was for 
the interest of the debtor to have suppressed 
and which stated in full prominence, No per- 
son could be adapted better to arrange 
a@ reorganization with the debtor in 
full possession and his debts scaled 
down or extended. No one could be 
qualified better than he to prevent dissatisfied 
creditors from making a fight for what used 
to be considered their rights. “If the par- 
pose Of the courts is to protect debtors from 
their creditors the debtor's attorney or em- 
ployé, or.a member ot his family, is exactly the 
person to appoint as a friendly receiver.’’ 
And the selection of many of these appointees 
is unmistakable indication that such protec- 
tion is sought to be afforded by the choice. 

Undoubtedly there are cases in which it is 
for the interest of the creditors that a busi- 
ness should be continued and not closed up. 
Also there are cases where one or two short- 
sighted creditors may do great damage to 
other creditors by selfish haste to get their 
dues. But the courts are assyming a heavy 
responsibility when they appoint friendly re- 
ceivers, and ought to take unusual pains to 
satisfy themselves that the applications for re- 
-ceivers are not collusive proceedings insti- 
tuted with intent to defeat the real rights of

To 
get them they subscribe to the different com- 
mercial agemeies, and they also offer bribes:

Ill-paid preachers have 
been advised he@w to improve their temporal con- 
dition, and baak officers how to- become wealthy, 
railroad ticket @gents how well to Sotto them- 
selves while se their company, and not a 
class of agents P any fiduciary capacity with 
any corporation is neg®™®cted by these wholesale, 
heartless robbers 48 the thousands of letters re- 
ceived by this division attest. To read the in- 
sidious reasoniags and devilish suggestions ‘of 
these ruin-workegs and to know that the law is 
impotent to reac them makes one’s blood boil. 

The receiver ofa circular is told that he can 
get for from fivéto eight cents on the dollar 
counterfeit United States notes printed ac- 
cording toan alleged newspaper clipping from 
plates stolen from the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. That clipping gives an account 
of the trial of a handler of some of these notes 
who was acquitted because the government 


experts pronounéed the notes genuine. ‘To 
the man who asks for further information 
they send the parter the whole of a new gen- 
uine dollar bill asasample of their money, 
and urge him to go to New York and make a 


purchase. 

I prefer to deal fage to face, man to man, hon- 
est and square; then if my goods are not ali I 
claim for them and are not as fine as the in- 
closed, I will make you a present of a thousand 
dollars in gold and also cheerfully pay all the 
expenses of journey. Falr enough, is it not? 

These swindlers have no counterfeit money 
and do not dare to show or sell any. No plates 
ever were stolen, as alleged by them. There 
never was any such trial as that reported in 
the newspaper clipping, which they themselves 
prepared, Their fraudulent practices have 
been written up over and over again, and yet 
these scamps are so Ingenious and human 
nature is so weak thatthey find new victims 
every day. Men whoato ina hurry to get 
rich or who want to get out of debt yield 
easily to the alluremegts of the tempter. In 
some cases the same person has been swindled 
twice over. When he complained that he did 
not receive the counterfeit money he had or- 
dered he was told that the express company 
had robbed him and he was induced to send a 


second sum. 

The Chief urges the passage of a law simi- 
lar to the billfintroduced by Senator M ander- 
son last year, which provided that— 

Every person who in or offers to 
engage in the sale of counterfeit money, or who 
dictates, or who writes, or who prints, or who 
lithographs, or who @ngtéyes, or who in any 
manner assists in dictating, or in writing, or in 
printing, or in lithographing, or in engraving, or 
who causes to be dictated, orwritten, or printed, 
or lithographed, or engraved, or who by any 
other process now known to art or that may 
hereafter be discovered, prodaces or assists, or © 
in any manner aids either by capital, labor, or F 
advice in producing any, letter, circular, hand- 
bill, pamphlet, book, or any other thing whatso- 
ever that ‘advertises for sale, exhibition, ex-. 
change, or to be given away, eounterfeit money 
of any kind, whether counterfeits of the coins or 
obligations of the United States or of any foreign 
government, or who shall use ip such letter, cir- 
cular, hanabill, pamphiet, book, or other thing, 
the terms “green goods.”’ “ green cigars,” “ green 
paper,” or any other terms to tonvey the mean- 
ing that countérfcit money is being advertised or 
is for sale, or who has in possession or under con- 
trol any such letter, circular, handbill, pam- 
phiet, book, or other thing with intent to use the 
same unlawfully, shall upon cofiyiction thereof 
be punished by a fine not to exceéd five thousand 
dollars and by imprisonment af hard labor not 
less than one year or more than five years, at the 
discretion of the court. 

He believes that if as sweeping a law as this 


were placed on the statute bonks it would be 


] possible ina year’s campaign, with an ex- 


penditure of $50,000, to wipe out this 
villainous form of fraud. It may be that he 
is mistaken, for there will still bea great 
many dishonest and ignorant people in the 
community, the tempting prey of the swin- 
dler, but the experiment is worth trying. Con- 


gress should pass the law and vote the money - 


and let the Chief uf the Secret Setyice Bureau 
see if he can do the rest. 


TWO CONTRADICTORY REPORTS.

The men 
themselves repeated the injunction: “ You‘d 
think you were working | for a quarter an hour,”’ 
they said, “take iteasy.”” I was cold ang I liked 
the shoveling. It is just as agreeable ag digging 
in your garden. There was certainly no disposi- 
tion to drive the men; rather the reverse, 


Mr, Stead’s report is unquestionably an ac. 
curate one and is deserving the attention of 
the Mayer ur of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, one of whom should give orders to 
inspectors and foremen not to encourage the 
men in “ soldiering,”” but to see that they do 
a fair amount of work and pay thus for the 
food and shelter they receive. 

. As the result of his experience Mr. Stead 
makes some practical suggestions. One of 
them is that at least one pickax be given out 
with each gang of men, so that the ice and

New-Year’s Day Celebrated in Gorgeous 
Manner by Emperor William. 

Burin, Jan. 1.—New-Year's day was cele- 
brated here today with all the pomp and 
ceremony that has heretofore marked the an- 
hiversary. All the government and muni- 
cipal buildings were beflagged, while from 
the Chapel of the Schloss the.mperia! stand- 
ard ‘and the flag of the Brandenburgers were 
displayed. res | 
_ At 8a, m, the band of the Second Guards 
Regiment played a musical reveille, and this 
was the signal for the opening of. the day’s 
festivities, An artillery salute of 101 guns 
was fired from a battery facing the old castle. 

The Emperor and Empress held the usual 
court reception in the white hall of the old 
palace. The first guests to drrive were mem- 
bers of the imperial family who, iu accord- 
ance with the custom, are always the first to 
wish their Majesties a happy new year. Arter 
them. was received a long line of statesmen, 
Generals, and other notabilities, all of whom 
offered ‘their congratulations. Outside the 
castle the massed bands of several regiments 
played selections during the progress of the 
reception.

THE WEALTH OF THE WORLD. 


A French Anthority Estimates It to Be 
400,000 Million Dollars. 

Edinburg Review: Few people, even among 
professional politicians, have much idea of 
the wealth of the world, or of the manner in 
which that wealth is growing. Still fewer 
have any notion of the potentiality of wealth 
to increase. M. Jannet quotes the elaborate 
calculation: of an ingenious author to 
show that 100 francs, accumulating at 5 per 
cent compound interest for seven centuries, 
would be sufficient to buy the whole surface 
of the globe, both land and water, at the rate 
of 1,000,000 francs ($200,000) the hectare. 
The actual growth of riches has not hitherto 
asSumed such inconvenient proportions. 

M. Jannet cites various authorities to show 
that the wealth of the United Kingdom ex- 
ceeds $50,000,000,000; that of France, 
$40,000,000,000; that.of all Europe $200,- 
000,000,000" that of the United States, 
$70,000,000.000,... If we.place the wealth of 
the rest of the world at $130,000,000,000 
we shall arrive at an aggregate of $400,000,- 
000,000. Weshould have, we may add, to 
multiply this vast sum 30,000 times before 
we reached the total to which, according to 
M. Jannet’s ingenious authority, 100 francs 
accumulating at 5 per cent compound inter- 
est for 760 years would grow: 


The figures are so vast that they convey ro - 


appreciable idea to the ordinary reader. It 
may assist the apprehension ‘ff it be added 
that France on an average possesses more 
than $1,000, the United Kingdom more than 
$1,250, for each member of the population. 
Just 200 years ago Sir W. Petty estimated 
the entire wealth of Engiand at only $1,250,- 
000,000. Two centuries, therefore, have in- 
creased it forty-fold. But the chief additions 
to it have been made in the last fifty years, 
and we believe that we are not far wrong in 
saying that the sum which is annually added 
to the United Kingdom amounts. to $1,600.,- 
000,000, or in other words is nearly equal to 
its entire wealth at the time of the revolution 


of 1688 


A Big Pile of Codfish. 
Imagine 4,500 quintals, or 504,000 pounds, or 
352 tons, or 113 cords of salted cod and pollock, 


all neatly piled up ip one building, and you will 
have before fou the largest stock of fish in the 
City'of Portland at the present time. It has all 
been brought from Nova Scotia. and Newfound- 
land since the 10th of October. There is one pile 
of fourteen tons of specially selected codfish, 
They were big fellows when taken from the 
water and weighed then from forty to eighty 
pounds each. Now they wets Frost twenty-five to 
thirty-five pounds apiece. hen they have been 
stripped of the skin, mg ay ! boned, trimmed 
into slices of faultless flesh like so much clean, 
clear bread or cheese, and packed in boxes marked 
* boneless fish,”’ they will weigh but from 12 to 15 
pounds apiece. Such is the shrinkage of an 80- 
pound codfish into the perfect food product, In 
the trimming process about 20 pc unds of 
“serap” are removed to every 100 pounds of the 
boneless slices. Jhis is, of course, good food tis- 
sue, though it lodks decidedly like “ leavings.” 
It is sold for about eight cents a pound. Country 
fish-peddlers buy it, sometimes in 100 and 150 
pound lots, and sell it to farmers and villagers to 
make into hash for about 10 cents a pound, The 
skins .are packed in barrels and sent away to 
Gloucester, Mass., where they are made into glue. 
They bring about a ceut and a half a pound. The 
bones sel! for $2 or $3 a ton, and are hauled over 
to Cape Elizabeth to be utilized as a fertilizer for 
cabbages.— Lewiston Journal.

GLOUCESTER FISHERIES PROSPER. 


Value of the Catch Taken Is Nearly $9,- 
000,000—Codfish Receipts. 
GuiovucesTteR, Mass., Jan. 1,—The year 
1898, on the whole, has been a fairly pros- 
perous one for the Gloucester fishing interest, 


the receipts in all directions being nearly up’ 


to those of last year, and the value of the 
catch taken, when shipped to the consumer, 
being nearly $9,000,000 This inc!ndes all 
the products of the fisheries, oils, glucs from 


| fish skins, and other minor articles, besides 


the large amount of fresh fish, aggregating 
more than 20,000,000 pounds, marketed 
away from the home port during the winter 
season. 

The codfish receipts show a slight falling 
off from last year of sometiiing over 2,000,000 
pounds, or about eight average bank trips. 
Cashes and other banks off the American 
céast have furnished remanerative fishing, 
the bulk of the cusk, hake, and haddock being 
taken on these grounds, 

The present mackerel season, although the 
catch shows an increase of 10,000 barrels 
over last year, cannot be considered a suc- 
cess, the tetal catch being 42,229 barrels. 
When it is considered that nearly 100 vessels 
of the latest. build, with seins and improved 


appliances, were required to make this show- | 


ing, while previous to the introduction 
of the purse seins between 200.000 and 300,- 
000 barrels were caught with hook and line, 
with smaller vessels, inferior apparatus, and 
lesser crews, the result cannot be considered 
encouraging, and this season, like its six 

decessors, must go on record as a partial fail- 


ure. 

The halibut fishery showg a healthy in- 
crease, mainly due to the lucky strike made 
on the great ocean banks durirg the-first of 
the season and the greater prevalence of the 
fish along the coast than for some years. 

The frozen herring business, which, is in 
progress during ‘the winter season, has within 


afew years attained the — of the most 


important braach of the fisheries. 

A large traffic is also carried on in salted 
herring, which are taken in bulk and smoked 
or barreled in pickle for the trade.

The funeral will be heid tomorrow afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock%at the Fourth Baptist Church.

The 
casket will be opened at the residence be- 
tween the hours of 12 and 1 o’clock tomorrow 
for such friends of the tamily as my desire to 
view the remains.

David Batchelder Cheney was born June 8, 
1820, at Southbridge, Mass., and passed his 
boyhood days on his father’s farm. He was 
educated at Amherst College and entered the 
ministry when only 19 -years of age. When 
23 years old he was formally ordained and 
took charge .of the church at Mansfield, 
Conn, In 1847 he was called to 
Goluimbus, O., and assumed the pastorate 
of the First Baptist Church. He 
remained at Columbus nearly six years, dur- 
mg which time the, cholera reigred in its 
worst form. Dr. Cheney was the only 
Protestant minister in the city who remained 


at his post, the plague taking away his wife * 


and leaving, him broker in health. In 1852 
he removed to Philadelphia, where he re- 
mained seven years in charge of the Eleventh 
Baptist Church. He then sought the milder 
climate of California, locating at San Fran- 
cisco. He was pastor of the First Baptist 
Church in that city eight years, and by his 
active work ‘n the mission field became known 
throughout the entire coast country. Failing 
to improve in health Dr, Cheney went to East 
Boston, Mass., in 1867,and became pastor of 
the Central Square Church. There he labored 
for nearly four years, when he came to Chi- 
cago. He-was the first pastor of the Fourth, 
Baptist Church, and. while acting in 
that capacity he became identified with the 
University of Chicago and the Theological 
Seminary at Morgan Park in various official 
capacities. He was also connected with the 
American Publication Society and the Mis- 
sionary Union if a prominent way. In 1878 
he went to Elgin to take charge of the First 
Baptist Church. Five years ago Dr, Cheney 
finished his active labors in the ministry at 
Lima, O., and returned to Chicago, after 
nearly forty-seven years’ service, 

In 1843 he married Susan M. Ammidown 
at Southbridge, Mass., who died of cholera 
while in Columbus, O. Dr. Cheney was again 
married, in 1851, to Sarah C. H. Snow, in 
Boston. Mass. ., Who survives him, with the fol- 
lowing children; Mrs..Dr. R,.

BOILER OF A FREIGHT ENGINE EXPLODES 


A Brakeman and Nearly Four Carloads of 


: Cattle Killed Near Little Rock. 
Lrrriz Rocx, Ark., Jan. 1.—[Special.]— 
The boiler of engine No. 658, drawing freight 
train No. 12. bound for St. Louis, exploded 
at Higgmonson Station, forty-five miles north

Dr. Harper, President of the University of 
Chicago, in the Presence of Many Noted 
Chemists and the Doner of the New 
Building, Makes the Address of Accept- 


anceeHe Reviews the Circumstances | 
That Led Up to the Propesition—Other | 


Addresses on the Subject, 

The Kent .Chemical Laboratory was for- 
mally dedicated to the University of Chicago 
last evening. The ceremony was preceeded by 
a meeting of prominent chemists, who were 
present in response to invitations issued by 
the university. 

- At 2:30 in the afternoon nearly a hundred 


guests assembled in the auditorium of Kent | 


to discuss in conference the best method of 
teaching chemistry. Prof. Ira Remsen, M. 
D,, of Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, 
Md,,. presided. The principal address was 
given by Prof. Freer of the University of 
Michigan. Prof, Freer divided his at- 
tention ° between the methods of 
chemigal inatruecion. in the secondary or high 
schools and universities and colleges. As re- 
gards instruction in preparatory schools the 
first objection of practical importance he said 
was found to be ‘the general ignorance of- 
schéol boards concerning the best methods of 
studying chemistry and their unwillingness to 
accept an instructor whose preparations 
fite him to undertake much with a view of 
imifating larger institutions. Academical 
schools usually lacked sufficient funds to pur- 
chase efficient apparatus, and would therefore 
better not undertake any chemical - work 
whatever rather than attempting instruction 
which was fundamentally at fault. 

After a general discussion upon the subject 
mnatter of the paper President Remsen ‘re, 
cited his experience as a pupil under the great 
master Liebig. The peculiarity of Liebig’s 
method lay, he said, in the simplicity of 5 
method and in his remarkable faculty of deal- 
ing with things rather than with signs and 
symbols, 

The conference over, President Harper on 
behalf of the women of Beecher Hall extend- 
ed an invitation to all. guests to an-informal 
reception given in the Quadrangles. An in- 


Vitation was also extended on behalf of the - 


university to a dinner given at Hotel Winder- 
mere, 

It was 8:30 when Mr, Sidney A; Kent, on 
the arm of Dr. Harper, folipwed by the Board 
of Trustees and visiting chemists, filed up the 
platform, The ‘large amphitheater was 
crowded to overflowing, many standing in the 
hallway. The dedicatery pruyer was. offered 
by Dr. Northup of the University of Chicago. 


Address of Dr. Harper. 


The following address by Dr, Harper, form- 
ally accepting the Kent Laboratory, is explan- 
atory of the purpose of the gift and the mo- 
tive of the giver: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: As the most fitting in- 
troduction to the exercises of the evening, I read 
to ce - contents of the letter which I hold in 
my

versity of C hicago—My Dear Sir: I hereby give 
this building, pein furnished and completely 
equipped; -to the University of Chicago as a 
chemical laboratory for the use of this and fut- 
ure generations. Trusting that the standard of 
education will be such as to command the re- 
spect not only of this country bat of the civilized 
worid, very truly yours, 5S. A. KENT,

Mr. Kent, in- his modesty, pes in this simple 
way rather than by a personal address to con- 
ciude a transaction the magnitude and signifi- 
eance of which itis difficult for us to vs gpg 
With a stroke af the pen he has devoted to the 
cause of science, to the cause of one among many 
sciences, the sum of nearly a quarter of a miliion 
doliars.. The most ‘significant: thing in 
connection with this ‘magnificent .gifft was 
the time at which it was made. Two millions of 
dollars had been donated for endowment ‘and, 
land ; for only one building. and that a dormitory, 
had at this time provision been made. The uni- 
versity in truth was still on paper. Not.a few 
good people East and West had given utterance 
to the opinion that perhaps after all the Univer- 
sity , wd. hicago must begin as other institutions 
had begun.|and secure only after many years 
the facilities for work ‘of a wnhiversity 
character. For five months there had been 
sowing of Some of us had expected results 
ata-date much earher. . The -situation. was fast 

ing a painful ene and the question not in- 
frequently arose, Will Chicago accept this uni- 
versity in the spirit m which it has been estab- 
lished and rally to its support? Will the citizens 
of Chicago show their appreciation of the gener- 
ous act performed for their city by a man living 
far away? One must believe that if the answer 
to. these questions had been much longer 
delayed it would have been a negative 
answer, It was just at this time of 
painful suspense that Mr. Kent came forward, 
and in-a moment the question was answered. 
The university was to be the University. of COhi- 
cago, Within a month another million of dol- 
lars was given by Mr. Rockefeller for endow- 
ment, weds within ninety days the citizens of Chi- 
cago had contributea more than a million for ad- 
ditional buildings. In other words, within four 


» months the resources of the university had been 


doubled. The connection between all this and 
the gift.ef Mr. Kent is so close as not to require 
Onn anation, 

ardly less significant was the growth and de- 
velopment of Mr. Kent's idea. .At first $100,000 
had been considered a sum sufficient for the pur- 
pose. Before a deéfinite conclusion had been 
reaclfed the sum was fixed at $150,000. When 
the contracts were made for the erection of the. 
building the sum. designated was $182,000. 
When the bills came to be paid, including fur- 
nishings, the sum was $220,000, and to this Mr. 
Kent most generously added an additional $15,- 
000. for equipment, making in ail $235,000, 
Everything was planned, as it was necessary to 
pian it upon alarge scale. Mr. Kent would not 
in any case consent to the useof any material 
that was notof the best. A system of ventilation, 
the most perfect ever introduced into a building, 
was provided, and so, from month to month, the 
work went on until today we have a finished 
and, let ug bope,a perfect laboratory. In all 
the standard was fixed for the other laboratories 
of the university. [Applause.}] Had the chem- 
ical labdratory . cost $100,000 the — 
laboratory likewise would have cost $100,000. 
The chemical laboratory, however, cost $235, 
000, and so the physical laboratory, when finish- 
ed, will cost ifs donor $230,000, 


Arrangement of the Building. 


The arrangement of the building is as follows: 
The basement contains a furnace room, with a set 
of gas furnaces with air blast of the most modern 
construction for crucible work, muffle work, tube 
heating, and other purposes, a constant tempera- 
ture m, a room fitted with steam and other 
appliances for work on a large scale, a méchan- 
ical workshop, and storage-room. On the first 
floor are one smali and two large lecture rooms, 
and a large lecture hall seating 800 persons 
fitted for use as a chemical lecture-room if 
desired. This floor also contains a chemical 
museum, a large private laboratory, a room with 
northern exposure, especially fitted for use asa 
gas analysis laboratory, and also apparatus and 
preparation rooms coniwfected with the lecture 
rooms. On the second floor are two large 
laboratories intended for research and advanced 
work, three private laboratories for the pro- 
fessors, balance, combustion, air furnace, and 
store rooms, a balcony for out-of-door work, and 
the chemical library, which contains fuil

chemistry. “Onthe third floor are thtfee large 
laboratories for general and analytical chem- 
istry, a store-room,-a preparation-room, a room 
especially fitted for optical and photographic 
work, a balafice-room, and a private laboratory.

Praf. Ulrie Neff; led professor of chem- 
istry, assigned asa reason for the exodus of 
American students to the German universities 
the fact that the American laboratory lacked 
enthusiasm and scientific spirit in the pursuit 
of advanced work. Prof. Neff advocated in 
strong terms the ‘“docent” system, which has 
been established in Clark University and the 
University of Chicago.
